This order of council is dated the 23d of No 
vember lait. 

It recites, that in confequence of the unfortu- 
nate calamity of Ytorm laft tummer which detolat- 
ed whole provinces, and has produced a preat 
fcarcity and bigh price of grain, it is his Majetty’s 
pleature,*with the advice of his Privy Coancil, to 
allow the importation of that article into his pro- 
vinces ; moreover, thofe merchants who are the 
ager importers, fhall have his mott particu- 

jon and favor, 
nd in order to fruitrate every {pecies of mo- 
nopoly—it is his Majeity’s exprefs command, that 
every load of grain foid, fhall be brought publicly 
to market, which will be the moit effectual means 
to keep it at a moderate price, and prevent unfair 
fpeculations. 

That further—notwithitanding the unfortunate 
ftate of the finances—he wili do whatever lays in 
his power to. give the moft effectual fuccours to 
the indigent and distreffed. 

The reader will hardly believe the following 
fact atteited by thevelerk of the kitchen of Ver- 
failles. A.fowl, when ferved up to his Majefty’s 
table, coft no léfs a fum than 30 livres (253) fi licer 
parvis comporere magna what waite, what {poil, 
in fo rich a kingdom as that of France !

Copy of an apfplization to be made to the Congre/s 
y the United States of America, in the name and 
chalf of the Legiflature of thgfate of New- 

York. 

THE Peorte or Tre Srate or New- 
Yorx, having ratified the Confticution, agreed 
toon the 17th day of September, in the year of 
jour Lord, 1787, by the Convention, then affem- 
dled at Philidelphia, in the ftate of Penniylvania, 
as explained by the faid ratification, in the fullef 
confidence of obtaining a revifion of the faid con- 
ititution, by a General Convention; and, in 
confidence, that certain powers in and by the faid 
Conititution granted, would not be exercifed, un- 
til a Convention ffbuld have been called and con- 
vene® for propofing amendments to the faid Con- 
ftitution. - In compliance, therefore, with the u- 
nanimous*fenfe of the Convention of this fate, 
who all united ia opinion, that fuch a revition 
was neceflary to recommend the faid Conititution 
to the appypbation and fupport of a numerous bo- 
dy of t Conftituents ; and a majority of the 
members of which, cqneeived feveral articles of 
the Conftitution fo exceptionable, that nothing- 
but fuch confidence, and an invincible reluctance 
to feparate from our iifter ftates, could have pre- 
vaileg’ u a fafficient number to affent to it, 
without stingy previous amendments : And 
from a cenviction tft the apprehenfions and dif- 
contents which thofe articles occafion, cannot be 
removed or allayed, unlefs an aét to revife the
